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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 5,6,7-10,14-16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Given the fact that the 
reference numerals #26 and #28 have been used in claim 2 for the "lateral wing(s)", the 
subsequent use in claim 5 to a different portion/element is somewhat confusing. 
"Fixing element" (claim 7, line 5) lacks antecedent. Claim 8 should make it clear that 
the wings therein are the same ones already mentioned in claim 7. Something like "in 
that at least one of said lateral wings" would be ok. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-9,1 1-14,17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 2002-2455. '455 discloses a wiper arm for a windshield wiper system 
comprising a fixing element (3) for connection to a drive shaft (2) as well as a tiltably- 
fixed cover unit (1 1 ) pivoted (at 1 1d) to the fixing element and further characterized by 
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an engagement (between 3f and 11 e in figures 4-8 and between 14 and 15 in figures 9- 
1 1 ) between the cover and the fixing element to fixed the cover in the tilted or "open" 
position. '455 also discloses a nose (1 1f) on each wing of the cover which engages a 
crosspiece (3i) on the fixing element. 

5. Claims 1-9,1 1-14,17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tsukamoto et al (US PUB 2002/0152575). '575 discloses a cover (61) 
for engagement with a fixing element (55) which is engaged with the fixing element 
which a structure that fixes the cover in the open position (see 14A and 14B and 
paragraph 0085). '575 further discloses a nose (68) and a crosspiece (67). Reference 
is also made to the international search report which applied '575. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 10,15,16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over EITHER JP 2002-2455 OR Tsukamoto et al (US PUB 2002/0152575) 
in view of Rogers et al (USP 4,318,201 ). With regard to the use of a glass fiber- 
reinforced plastic, the patent to Rogers discloses that such material is known for use in 
wiper devices (see column 7, lines 4-1 2). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill to have utilized any known material recognized in the art as suitable for the 
intended use. 
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Conclusion

with a cover element.
